FOREWORD. 

T  TNTIL1914  there  existed'  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
w  could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to 
100  lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time.  These  have  contracted 
the  disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere 
abroad. 

Leprosy  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigurement  and 
helplessness,  the  very  name  of  which  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion. 
Hence  the  victims  of  leprosy  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They 
are  not  readily  received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty 
that  they  can  find  a  lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  the  Homes  of  St. 
Giles  came  into  existence. 
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An  estate  of  twentv-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 

j 

part  of  Essex  was  bought  for  the  purpose.  Bungalows  were  erected  for 
the  reception  of  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was  enlarged  to 
accommodate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added,  such  as  a 
small  chapel  (made  out  of  an  old  barn),  a  chaplain’s  house,  gardener’s 
cottage,  guest  house,  laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing  a  small 
operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Mother  and  Sisters  of  the 
Community  of  St.  Giles,  who  devote  their  lives  to  this  work.  They 
receive  regular  medical  treatment,  and  their  spiritual  needs  are  served  by 
a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entirely  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  twelve  male  and 
two  female  patients.  Patients  with  means  are  expected  to  contribute 
what  they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally  welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be 
carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


A  NOTHER  year  has  passed  and  the  Homes  still  continue  their 
^  valuable  work  for  the  relief  of  suffering.  The  end  of  the  year 
found  us  with  ten  resident  patients  and  three  out-patients,  who  can  safely 
live  outside  as  their  disease  is  in  a  non-active  state.  These  out-patients 
present  themselves  for  examination  and  advice  periodically  and  benefit 
from  the  amenities  of  the  Homes.  No  new  cases  have  been  admitted 
during  the  year,  and  we  have  no  deaths  to  report. 

During  1930  the  only  building  done  has  been  the  much  needed 
extension  of  the  women’s  bungalows.  Previously  the  two  women  patients 
were  sadly  cramped  for  space,  but  have  now  obtained  adequate  accom¬ 
modation. 

On  July  12th  the  Bishop  of  Chelmsford  dedicated  the  two  windows 
in  the  cemetery  chapel,  the  gift  of  a  private  donor. 

We  regret  to  have  to  announce  that  during  the  year  the  health  of  the 
Rev.  Mother  Clare  has  been  indifferent,  and  has  necessitated  her  leaving 
the  Homes  for  a  period  of  complete  rest.  During  her  absence  her  duties 
are  being  efficiently  carried  out  by  Sister  Francis  and  Sister  Rebecca. 

We  have  also  to  report  with  sorrow  the  serious  illness  of  our 
Chaplain,  Father  Tudball,  whose  work  meanwhile  has  been  undertaken 
by  Father  Haswell. 

The  Committee  is  deeply  indebted  as  in  past  years  to  Her  Highness 
Princess  Marie  Louise  and  the  Fellowship  of  St.  Giles  for  their  continued 
assistance  in  supplying  the  special  needs  of  the  patients  and  contributing 
to  the  general  fund,  and  particularly  for  the  ever  growing  interest  in  the 
Homes  which  has  been  created  by  their  splendid  work.  It  has  also  to 
thank  the  League  of  Remembrance  and  the  Red  Cross  for  dressings  and 
gifts  of  books.

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Report  of  the  Committee. 


'  I  ’HE  report  of  the  work  during  the  year  1930  is  in  many  ways  most 
encouraging.  We  all  know  how  increasingly  difficult  it  has  become 
to  raise  money  for  charity,  owing  to  the  financial  troubles  from  which 
everyone  is  suffering.  In  spite  of  this  the  Branches  have  not  only  equalled 
their  former  collections,  but  in  almost  every  case  have  sent  in  more  than 
before.  It  is  impossible  adequately  to  thank  those  responsible  for  this 
splendid  achievement,  which  we  feel  is  due  mainly  to  the  enthusiasm 
inspired  by  the  zeal  of  the  various  Vice-Presidents,  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers.  The  details  will  be  found  in  the  separate  Branch  Reports,  and 
the  Committee  hopes  that  all  who  have  worked  so  strenuously  for  this 
cause,  will  realise  how  deep  is  the  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  those  who 
benefit  by  their  labours. 

The  Quiet  Day  and  Annual  Meeting  on  November  24th  were  well 
attended.  Great  interest  was  shown  in  the  speeches  at  the  latter,  and 
in  Dr.  MacLeod’s  Illustrated  Lantern  Talk  on  the  actual  conditions  of 
leprosy,  which  was  a  revelation  to  many. 

The  Branch  Representatives  met  on  November  25th  at  78,  Pall  Mall, 
by  invitation  of  Her  Highness,  and  all  without  exception  showed  a  real 
determination  to  increase  their  efforts. 

In  response  to  requests  received  from  many  of  the  Associates,  that 
they  may  be  kept  more  in  touch  with  the  varying  needs  and  conditions 
of  the  Homes,  it  has  been  arranged  that  quarterly  intercession  leaflets 
shall  be  sent  to  all  who  care  to  have  them,  at  the  end  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October.  It  is  hoped  that  these  will  help  to  increase  and  main¬ 
tain  interest  in  the  work. 

We  have  again  paid  over  the  sum  of  £600  to  the  Central  Executive 
for  general  upkeep.  But  it  will  be  noticed  that  as  the  calls  on  our  funds 
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are  each  year  in  excess  of  our  income,  the  amount  available  for  our  current 
expenses  at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  is  steadily  decreasing.  We  begin 
1931  with  only  £31  19s.  in  hand,  and  it  will  unfortunately  be  necessary 
to  supplement  this  by  drawing  on  our  reserve  fund  intended  for  sickness 
and  other  emergencies.  We  have  reason  to  anticipate  other  extra  calls 
on  this  fund  in  the  coming  year,  when  also  a  considerable  additional 
amount  will  be  needed  by  the  Central  Executive  to  replace  the  money 
raised  a  few  years  ago  by  Sir  Harold  Morris’s  Special  Appeal  which  is  now 
exhausted.  The  further  extension  of  the  Fellowship  is  therefore  a  very 
urgent  need.
